HANDY SCRAP-BOOK. 


Two Scrap-Keeping Methods That Have 


Been Found Useful. 


A correspondent of an educational 


newspaper believes he has found a good 
in the way of a serviceable scrap-book. 
Instead of leaves on which to paste 
the scraps, into which drops his cut- 
tings from newspapers or magazines. 
By this simple method he is saved the 
time .and trouble of pasting. 
These 


cuttings are classified accprding to sub- 
jects; all the scraps on a.subject, or 
class of subjects, are put into the same 
envelope. The title of the subject is 
written on the. envelope containing it'i 
and the name is also entered in the 
index in front of the book. When in- 
formation, is wanted upon :ahy subject, 
the scraps will be found in one place, 
attd ban be easily removed, consulted 
and replaced at pleasure. Besides 
printed scraps, 
notds, one's own, 


thoughts, reduced • to writing, lectures 
or addresses can thus be filed, and a 
record of the time and place be written 
on the .outside of the envelope. •' Busy, 
practical men, literary men, teachers 
or clergymen can in this way .keep 
their scraps of information in readiness 
for future consultation., An ingenious 
student of natural history has perhaps 
an improvement upon -this method. 
Instead of a sprap-book with pockets or 
envelopes'he. utilizes a row of paste- 
board boxes made to: resemble books, 
upon the backs of which the contents,- 
"Biography," "Natural History," etc., 
are inscribed. Both of the foregoing 
methods of scrap keeping have been 
tested and found- practically useful, 
and by either of them an article, when 
useless or finally disposed of, can be 
withdrawn and destroyed.—Chambers' 
Journal. "

'Well-Authenticated Report 


That the Engineers' 


Strike is Over, 


But the Officers of the Company Vis- 


claim Any Knowledge of a 


Settlement. 


The Old Men Willing to Return to Work, 


and the Company Wants 


300 of Them 


CHICAGO, April 6.—There was a well-au- 


thenticated rumor current last night that 
the Burlington company and its striking 
engineers and firemen had reached a 
mutually satisfactory settlement, and the 
strike would soon be officially declared 
off 
It was stated that the company 


would reinstate all its old engineers and 
firemen a,i rapidly as possible 


General Passenger Agent Morton was 


asked about the truthfulness of this rumor 
but he claimed to be entirely ignorant ol 
any settlement of the strike "Of course," 
said Mr Morton, "there are a great many 
of our old man that we would be very glad 
to take back We could probably give 
about three hundred of them"positions to- 
day, 
but we must take care of the soon 


who came to our assistance when the old 
men struck " 
Mr. Morton admitted, however, that no 


order had been issued by the company 
which precluded the striking engineers 
and firemen from being re-employed in 
case they desired to come baclc 
Chairman Hoge of the strikeis' commit 


tee was asked about the truthfulness ol 
the report that the men were all to sur 
render and be reinstated 
"I wish with all my heait," said he 


"that it was true That would settle chc 
whole matter at once, and there would tx 
nothing further to fight about " 


Chief Barge at, of the Firemen's oigani- 


zation, smiled knowingly and jocularlj 
remarked "Come and see me on Mon- 
day,

Foreign Office people the belief that war 
is close at hand. Evidently something 
big is happening underneath the surface 
of diplomacy, which is expected to bear 
results very soon. Apparently, too, it is 
expected 
that 
this 
sensation will 


come from the East, and without 
reference to happenings 
in 
France 


There is some ground for the as- 
sumption that the recent upheavals in 
Bucharest are connected *ith this looked- 
for crisis' Within the past few days the 
complete responsibility of the Russian 
Legation there for the whole disturbance 
had been made clear fry the_ police, and 
proof is now said to have b'een obtained 
that all five opposition papers in Buchar- 
est, whose violent and scurrilous attacks 
upon King Charles and Premier Bratiano 
stirred up the riots, have been all along 
in direct Russian pay. 


But it is more probable that Sofia is 


again to be the chief scene of interest 
The death of the old Kaiser has made one 
curious difference in the whole mechan- 
ism of the Eastern question, by leaving 
the coast clear for the return m triumph 
of the Battenbergs to Berlin. The old 
martinet was so enraged at the Queen oi 
England for marrying her daughter to 
one of these princes who, from a strict 
royal point of view, are not born to tha 


i, that he refused to recognize or 


tolerate any of them near him. Even 
Prince Alexander of 
Bulgaria 
fell 


under this ban* and it was more 
than anything 
else 
the conscious- 


ness that he was out of favor at Berlin, 
which prompted him to make submission 
to Kussia and get out of sight There waa 
also a personal reason for the old Kaiser's 
wrath, because Alexander, in his elation 
over his brother Henry's wop derful En- 
glish marriage, was incautious enough to 
disclose the fact that he himself aspired 
to the hand of Victoria, the second daugh- 
ter of the then Crown Prince. This in 
itself would have been enough to settle 
the Battenbergs, so far as the late Em- 
peror went. 


How vastly things are changed may be 


gathered by the fact that a suite of apart- 
ments in the palace at Charlottenburg are 
now being fitted up for the use of Prince 
Alexander, who is expected on a visit to 
the Kaiser the first of next week, and who 
will be received with all the distinction of 
an honored guest. Out of this naturally 
springs the rumor that his suit for the 
Princess Victoria's hand will now be re- 
vived with the consent of the Kaiser 
Frederick and the Empress Victoria 
What truth there is in this, it is, of course, 
impossible to surmise, but the episode 
will afford a good deal of interesting 
speculation 
The Empress Victoria ie 


believed to share to a degree her 
mother's interest in the Battenbergs 
Moreover, Queen Victoria Is going to 
Berlin a fortnight hence, and will be there 
during the stay of Prince Alexander. It 
need scarcely be pointed out that this In 
itsejf will be a direct slap in the face to 
the Czar, who has moodily insisted all 
along in putting Prince Alexander under 
the ban Nor is it strange that the inci 
dent gives rise to the theory that things 
are getting ripe for the restoration of 
Prince Alexander to the Bulgarian-throne 
It is certain that his friends here, who 
are m the way of knowing pretty well 
what is going on, tell me that they ex- 
pect to see him back again In a few 
months 


This can mean only one of two things 


Either the Bulgarians will upset Prince 
Ferdinand and summon Prince Alexander 
back, declare him King, and thus precip- 
itate war with Russia, or Russia is on the 
point of taking a step whicii will force the 
Bulgarians into resistance, when Prince 
Alexander will offer his sword to the 
principality and return as Prince, Aus- 
tria, Germany and England in the mean- 
time inducing Prince Ferdinand to come 
off. 
Either alternative involves war, and 


the impression in the best-informed cir- 
cles here is that war is coming in a month 
or two This impression may easily tnm 
out as baseless as others which have so 
long kept Europe in a turmoil of appre 
hensiou

Last evening between 5 and 6 o'clock 


George Weaver, the bright little son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Weaver, aged three 
years, was shot in the breast and almost 
instantly killed by a.glaneing bullet fired 
from a 22-calibre pistol in the hands of 
Will Ohenoweth, son of Dr. Goes Ohen- 
oweth. Little Georgie, in company with 
his older brother, Frank, was on top ot 
a chicken coop at the rear of the Weaver 
lot on West Main street, adjoining the 
Ohenoweth residence. They had been 
playing on the shed and had som* bread 
and a book with them. The shed was 
built close to the high board fence, the 
the top of which is about 18 inches higher 
than vthe shed. In the Ohenoweth lot 
lying near the coal house, and about 
11 feet west and south of where the 
Weaver children were playing, was an 
old cove oyster can. It had served i» 
the past as a target for rifle and pistol 
practice, in which members of the Ohen- 
oweth family and the boarders at the 
Weaver house had participated the past 
few years. 


It was while the two little boys wer6 


on the shed that Will Ohenoweth ap- 
peared at the third story window of his 
home with the small pistol in his hand. 
Seeing the children near the fence, he 
called to them to look out. The little 
boys got out of danger by lying down 
on the shed and covering themselves 
with a shawl. Two shots were fired from 
the pistol, when the lads got up quickly 
and leaned over the fence to see what had 
been hit. Young Chenoweth fired again 
just at this moment, the ball striking 
some hard substance near the oyster can, 
rebounding and striking little Georgie 
just below the breast bone at the de- 
pression above the stomach. The.boy fell 
over on the shed, screaming with pain. 
His father hurried to the scene, as did 
also Will Ohenoweth, who was terrified 
at what had occurred. 
The wounded 


boy was picked up by his father and as 
soon as possible borne into the Weaver 
residence, where he died. Drs. W. J. 
Ohenoweth and Oass Ohenoweth were 
with the boy before he died, but could 
not do anything for him. The wound 
was made by a iiatened bullet, and had 
ranged upward,thus proving conclusively 
that the bullet had rebounded from the 
point described—but from what point is 
a matter ot speculation. The firing was 
witnessed by at least six persons. It 
was purely occidental, and is generally 
deplored by the friends of all the parties, 
The grief of the parents of the little boy 
was pitiful to behold, while the sorrow of 
the author of Georgie's death was plainly 
apparent. 


Coroner Perl held an inquest. The 


jurymen were W. W. Foster, B. U. Ring- 
land, W. H. Bailey, D. F. Hubbert, G. W. 
Warden and H. K. Midkiff. The nature 
of the wound was described by the Drs. 
Ohenoweth, and I. F. Harlan testified 
that at the time of the shooting the boys 
were about 20 feet out of range of the 
bullets that were fired from the pistol. 


Will Ohenoweth testified: I shot from 


the upper window of my father's house 
with a pistol, at a can in the rear ot the 
lot; I only shot two or three times; the 
child was on the fence at the side of the 
lot; he raised up and cned a little and 
then sat down on the shed on which his 
feet wore resting; the child was 15 or 20 
feet easv and north of the object at which 
I wan firing; the can lay about six inches 
in fjont of some pieces lying on the 
ground against the coal shed, and I was 
shooting from the third story window of 
my father's house; after the child cned I 
laid the pistol down and ran down to 
where the child was; they were looking 
over the fence, west; I had frequently 
warned them away while shooting at the 
target. 
The verdict was' "We, the undersigned 


jurors, sworn to inquire of the death of 
George Weaver, on oath do find that he 
came to his death by the result of B bul- 
let wound in the upper part of his abdo- 
men, fired from a pistol in the hands of 
W. J. Ohenoweth, jr., and we further find 
from the evidence that the shooting was 
purely accidental and W. J. Chenoweth, 
jr., should be exonerated from all blame." 


It was a very distressing accident, and 


is another warning that however expert 
one may be with firearms, and however 
careful parlies may bo in handling them, 
accidents causing deuth and remorse will 
occur. 
The shocking death of little 


Georgie is another warning to parents 
and children. Will this sad lesson prove 
one of profit to the people generally? 


The funeral ot the deceased took place 


this afternoon.

A good many people hare at som* 


time or other occasion to semi money to 
some other city, and the best means of 
doing it is often- a puzzling question. 
Business men, of course, transact theii 
business by means of bai c drafts, but 
that is a means not always open to the 
general public, especially when itii 
desired to send money In small sums. 
When your friend has found himsell 
"broke" in a distant city you can send 
him a remittance by telegraph; but 
that is an expensive method and will 
not be resorted to except when the case 
be an urgent one. You want to send 
him a ten-dollar bill. You are a man 
of small means, baring no acquaintance 
at the bank, so you can not send him a 
draft. Therefore you hare cither to 
indorse the bill in a registered letter, 
get a postal money order, uso an ex- 
press money order, or run the risk ol 
sending the cash by ordinary post. 
Postal money orders are a safe enough 
method, but the objection to them it 
that it is a matter of considerable 
trouble to get one, for yon may have to 
wait at the post-office half an hour for 
your turn, and the person to whom you 
remit the money may hare still more 
trouble to get the order cashed. This 
is because the regulations established 
by 
the 
Government 
are 
rather 


strict The payee has to be identified 
(not an easy matter if he be in a 
strange city), and ho has to answer a 
lot of questions propounded by the 
man in the post-office. 
He must be 


able to tell who sent the order, and he 
must sign his name to the receipt 
exactly as it was wutten in the appli- 
cation for the original order. This 
often causes trouble and confusion. So 
a postal-order does not exactly nil the 
bill. 
Express orders many people 


fancy better than postal orders, be- 
cause it is easier to procure them and 
easier to got them cashed. The reg- 
istered letter, howevet, affords the 
best plan of all. It is delirered at its 
destination by the postal-carriers, and 
is quite as safe as any other method.

"Well." 
Tho cloik in the regiatiy department 


takes the letter, finds that there ia only 
n two-cent stamp atUxed, and that it is 
not scaled. Tho polite clerk hands it 
back fo the woman who gave it to him 
and tells her (o buy find affix a ten-cent 
stamp, securely seal the letter and then 
bring it back. 


"Don't you want to see the money 


before it is sealed upP" 


"No, mttclain," he replies; "we ar» 


not permitted to know the contents of 
letters. Is every thing in that letter 
yon want to semlP" 


"Yea, sir." 
"Then seal it." 
Tho woman thon goes away, and re- 


turns after n tune with the letter prop- 
erly sealed 
She may have affixed the 


required ten-cent stamp (or ten cents 
In stamps of a smaller denomination, 
which are just ns valid for the purpose); 
but often th« letter is offered to the 
clerk with the stamp UDnffixccl. 
In 


that case tho clerk hands it back and 
requests the poison to stick it on her- 
self. 


"Don't I have to pay you ton cents 


for legistoring the lotterP" the woman 
asks. 


"No; you pay the fee when you put 


the ten cents m stamps on the envel- 
ope." 


The letter is once more handed to 


the clerk, who now satisfies himself 
that sufficient stamps have been affixed. 
Tho rate of postage is the same as on 
an ordinary letter—two cents for each 
ounce or fraction of an ounce. Then 
the clerk asks: 


"Who 
sends this letter?" 


"I do, sir." 
"Well, I want your name and ad- 


dress across one end or on the back." 


"My namo and address?" with sur- 


prise. 


"Yes, your name and address." 
"But my name is inside." 
"That makes no difference. I must 


have them on the outside before I can 
register the letter." 


"Will you please wilte it for me?" 
"No, madam; we are not permitted 


to do it" 


Sometimes the clerks relax this rule 


tor all infirm person or a pretty woman 
who has left her glasses at home. 


Incidents like the foregoing are ol 


common occurrence ia the registry 
division of the Chicago post-office. 
Most people who have a letter regis- 
tered for the first time, and, in many 
cases, the only time in their lives, do 
not take the trouble to ascertain in ad- 
vance the prerequisites of registration. 
They expect the post-office officials to 
give them the necessary information. 


A person who is posted in the rules 


and complies with them avoids trouble 
and detention at the post-office. He 
bands in the letter, and in a fow 
seconds receives a receipt for it He 
is expected to taka care of this receipt 
until advised of the safe delivery of 
the letter. If he has occasion to in- 
quire about the letter he must take his 
receipt to the post-office, and not, as 
some stupid persons do, go there and 
say:"I registered a letter here a week or 
ten days ago and have heard nothing 
from it." 


The cleik will be sure to ask for the 


receipt, so as to make reference to the 
date of the registration and the regis- 
try number in the post-office record. 
Unless the receipt is produced a seaich 
involving considerable trouble is im- 
posed upon the cleik. The people who 
get impatient about the delivery of a 
registered letter are generally those 
who do not know that "safety is con 
sidered before celerity in the transmis- 
sion of registered mail." Ordinary 
letters go "straight through," whilo 
registered letters have to be receipted 
for ot every point of transfer on their 
journey, a, precaution against 
which causes some delay. 


The main purpose of requiring the 


name and address of the sender on. the 
envelope of a registered letter is to 
provide for the return of the lettei to 
the sender if it he not delivered within 
thirty days. The department has re- 
peatedly urged the adoption of this 
plan with unregistered letters, but out- 
side of commercial circles it is seldom 
done. To promote the habit of putting 
the return request on envelopes the 
department has had printed across the 
end of some of the stamped envelopes 
issued by it a line reading, "If not de 
lived within te.n days return to 
,' 


but the blank is seldom filled. 


When a letter is delivered the ro 


ceiver must sign a color card accom 
panying it. This goes back to th< 
sender and apprises him of the rcceip 
ol his letter by the person Lo whom i 
was sent Some persons—mtelligen 
ones included—who receive one o 
these cards will rush to the post-office 
and, displaying the card, will ask fo 
"that letter." A mild-mannered clerk 
will ask: 
"Have you lead w,hat is on that 


card?" 
"No, sir; I have not." 
"Well, if you had taken the trouble 


to read it you would have found that 
it is the acknowledgment of the leceipt 
of a registered letter sent by you to 
the person who has signed it. That's 
his signature." 


"0, so it is. I thought it was a no- 


tice to call for a registered letter. I 
beg pardon. Good day " 


To insure the delivery of a registered 


letter to the right person, a rule of the 
department lequires 
an 
unknown 


claimant to be identified befoie a let^ 
ter is deliveied to him. In cases wheie 
there is a doubt a colloquy like the 
following occuis 


"Is there a letter here for John 


Smith?" 


"Is that your nameP" 
"Yes. sir." 
The cleik then aska from what place 


the letter is expected and the sender's 
name. If these questions are satisfactor- 
ily answered the clerk will inform Mr. 
Smith there is a letter for him, but he 
must piove his identity before it can 
be deliveied. 


"Bring somebody heie that knows 


you and that we know." 


"How can I know who you know?" 
"You 
can find out by asking. Bring 


somp one who is acquainted with any 
one in the office." 


After further parley Smith goes oft 


muttering, in all probability, but soon 
returns with a person to identify him 
and gets his letter, after "signing for 
it" in the delivery book, and also sign- 
ing the return receipt. 


The Government does not guarantee 


indemnity foi the loss of icgistered 
letters. Neveitheless the reliability of 
the service is demonstiated by the 
small percentage of losses annually 
from fire, robbery, otc. This safety is 
assured by the responsibility attaching 
to every official or employe who han- 
dles registered mail matter. It must 
be accounted for, if inquiiy be insti- 
tuted, by the production of the transfer 
receipt If the delinquent to whom a 
missing letter or package of letters has 
been traced can not prove that he had 
transferred it in a regular way, and ii 
the missing matter can not be found, 
he may have to make good the loss, 
and, in all probability, be dismissed 
from the service. While the depart- 
ment does not indemnify, ia case of 
loss, it brings the power of the Govern- 
ment to bear in systematic efforts to 
recover any money or articles of value 
(not destroyed) in the mail, and the 
instances in which these effoits are not 
successful, in part at least, aie quite 
rare.—Chicago Tribune
